$2  27  per  1,000  feet.  317  lamps  to  be  light¬ 
ed,  and  to  burn  4,370  f6tt  of  gas  each. 
The  cost  of  extinguishing  and  keeping 
the  lanterns  in  order  Is  27  cents  each  per 
month.  The  whole  amount  of  the  cori- 
tract  for  the  year  is  $4,171.69.

Trades'  Association  on  Wednesday,  a  let¬ 
ter  to  Governor  Abbett  was  circulated  for 
signatures.  It  deals  With  the  recent  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  railroad  companies  in  sanction¬ 
ing  an  advance  in  the  price  of  coal.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Abbett  is  to  be  asked,  to  bring  the 
law  to  bear  on  the  companies. 

—  V  number  of  applications  have  been 
made,  at  the  Technical  School  Buildiug, 
in  West  Park  street,  for  admission  to  the 
school,  and  it  is  now  thought  over  two 
hundred  pupils  will  be  eurolled.  The 
schedule,  as  arranged  by  the  instructors, 
Is  as  follows  :  Preparatory  class,  two  sec¬

— Thomas  McCord,  to  whom  the  Orange 
Board  of  Education  awarded  the  contract 
for  funds  hi  ug  about  300  tons  of  coal  to 
be  used  in  the  public  schools  this  Winter, 
has  declined  to  sign  the  contract.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  the  Board  declined 
to  accept  the  Did  of  a  luoal  dealer  because 
the  Coal  Dealers'  Protective  Association 
had  determined  among  themselves  who 
should  have  the  co  itract  and  only  the  one 
bid  was  presented.  It  was  theu  that  Mc¬ 
Cord,  who  is  a  wholesaler,  put  in  his  bid. 
His  excuse  now  is  ;hat  he  is  not  a  retail 
dealer  and  cannot  deliver  the  coal  a  car 
or  two  at  a  time  as  tjhe  contract  was  drawn, 
but  must  deliver  the  whole  three  hundred 
tons  at  once.  This  is  generally  believed 
to  be  only  an  excuse,  the  opinion  prevail 
ing  that  the  Dealors'  Association  have 
brought  their  pow  <r  to  bear  upon  him 
and  that  he  cannot  now  take  the  contract. 

—The  EsBex  Cointy  Toboggan  Club, 
whose  slide  on  the  e^st  slope  of  the  Orange 
mountain,  at  Oraige  Valley,  proved  a 
great  attraction  last  season,  have  planned 
for  a  much  more  br  lliant  season  this  Win¬ 
ter.
